On 6/9/75, SUSAN EDITH SAXE, appeared before 
USDCJ ALFRED C. LUONGO, EDPA and entered a 
plea of guilty to counts 1, 2, and 6 of 
criminal indictment number 75-236 charging SUSAN 
EDITH SAXE V7ith violation of Title 26, Section 5841 , and 
Title 18, Section 2113 (a) (b) (d) (2) in connection vrith 
the robbery of the Bell Savings and Loan Association, 

7578 Haverford Avenue, Philadelphia, Pa., on 9/1/70. 

AUSA MILLER advised that the Government would dismiss 
counts 3, 4, and 5 of the indictment at the time of 
the sentencing of SAXE in Philadelphia, Pa. SUSAN 
EDITH SAXE also entered an intention to plea guilty in 
connection vjith burglary and related crimes as set 
forth in indictment number 7 3-36 3 M in connection V7ith 
the burglary of the National Guard Armory, Lov7 Street, 
Nevjburyport, Mass., under the provisions of Rule 20 
of the Federal Criminal Code. On same date, USDCJ 
LUONGO advised that he would defer sentencing of SUSAN 
EDITH SAXE until completion of the legal proceedings 
pending against her by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts.

On June 9, 1975, SUSAN EDITH SAXE appeared 
before United States District Court Judpe 
(USDCJ) ALFRED C. LUONGO of the Eastern 
District of Pennsylvania (EDPA) in Courtroom Number 4 
of the United States Court House, Philadelphia, Pa., 
to stand trial in connection with Indictment Number 
75-236 which charged SUSAN EDITH SAXE with the robbery 
of the Bell Savings and Loan Association, 7578 
Haverford Avenue, Philadelphia, Pa., on September 1, 
197 5. 


Prior to the commencement of the proceedings, 
attorney for SUSAN EDITH SAXE, CATHERINE G.'rORABACK, 
Esquire, advised the court that her client wished to 
enter a change of plea to Counts 1, 2, and 6, of 
Indictment Number 75-236. \J 

At this time USDCJ LUONGO was advised by 
Assistant United States Attorney (AUSA) CARMEN 
NASUTI that a plea agreement had been entered into by 
the Government and the attorneys for SUSAN EDITH 
SAXE which had been signed by SUSAN EDITH SAXE, 

CATHERINE G. RORABACK,'Esquire , DAVID RUDOVSKY., 

Esquire, and HOLLY MAGUIGAN, Esquire, Attorney's for 
thfe' Government, United States Attorneys ROBERT E. J. 
CURRAN; J. CLAYTON UNDERCOFLER, III, First Assistant; 
JEFFREY M. MILLER, AUSA CARMEN C. NASUTI. (j 

The context of this plea agreement indicated 
that SAXE would enter a plea of guilty to Counts 1, 

2, and 6, of the indictment, in which Count 1 charged 
SAXE with violation of Title 26, United States Code, 
Section 5861 (d); Count 2, which charged SAXE with 
violation of Title 18, United States Code, Section 
2113 (a) (b) and Count 6, which charged SAXE with 
violation of Title 18, United States Code, Section 
2113 (d) (2). All other counts in this indictment would 
be dismissed at time of sentencing. tJ 
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SUSAN EDITH SAXE then appeared before USDCJ 
LUONGO and entered a plea of guilty to Counts 1, 2, and 

6. J 


USDCJ LUOMGO then deferred sentencing until 
all legal proceedings against SAXE had been concluded 
against SUSAN EDITH SAXE by the Commonwealth of the 
State of Massachusetts. This deferred sentencing 
would take place following any action by the State of 
Massachusetts but prior to any appeals filed by 
attorneys for the defendant SAXE in connection vxith 
proceedings in Massachusetts. L/ 

On same date, SUSAN EDITH SAXE also entered 
an intention to plead guilty in connection vjith
